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Building Inspector Joseph Conte 

Mo End In Sight 
For Local Building 


In a two-part series, The Advertiser/News examines the 
continued construction of single family homes in Agawam 
despite today’s economy. This week. Building Inspector 
Joseph Conte was interviewed and next week we will hear 
from several developers, bankers and realtors on the 
Agawam market. 


While sister communities and areas of New England 
are suffering from no growth and building stagnation, 
Agawam, according to Building Inspector Joseph Con¬ 
te, is experiencing growing pains. 

Conte today told The Advertiser/News that since 
January 1, over 100 new single family homes have been 
built or are under the process of being erected. He says 
last year’s figure of 164 new one family dwellings will 
be easily surpassed if local developers continue at their 
current pace. 

Despite high inflation, mortgage rates and soaring 
costs for materials and labor over the past two years, 
construction here has not slowed since 1973, Conte 
relates. 

More Permits Granted 

He added another interesting fact, “This year I’ve 
given out more building permits than in the past seven 
years. It’s amazing how fast homes are being erected 
and sold this summer.’’ 

In fact, Conte’s general permits this year have soared 
to 285 at press time. This includes the addition of swim¬ 
ming pools, garages, extra rooms, massive renovations 
along with the building of homes. 

“Homeowners who are not selling their homes are 
simply adding something on instead of looking to the 
market. But even that is expensive,” he continued, “ 
People are doing it and we’re having a very busy year in¬ 
deed.” 

The availability of developable land is Agawam’s ma¬ 
jor asset, making the town a builder’s delight for single 
family homes. Many local communities have simply run 
out of space. Not here. 

Conte says the new homes arc scattered throughout 
'the community, unlike previous years when several sec¬ 
tions of Feeding Hills were the heaviest hit by the 

bulldozers. . 

The going model for homes is the raised-ranch, com¬ 
plete with three bedrooms on a half acre of land. Going 
price for the homes are between $50 and 60 thousand, 
says Conte. Dutch colonials, again, with three 


bedrooms on a half acre also are sporadically appearing 
in the community. 

Conte says that during the inflationary and interest 
crunch between February and April, builders continued 
to build although homes were not being sold nearly as 
swiftly as they are now.

Personnel 
Matters Top 
School Board 
Agenda

Several routine appointments of new or replacement 
staff personnel were enacted at last Tuesday’s meeting 
of the Agawam School Committee. Superintendent of 
Schools Louis Hebert pointed out that a total of 547 ap¬ 
plications were received for the 14 available positions. 
Sixty-nine of the applicants merited interviews. 

Hebert indicated that each individual recommended 
for a job had been interviewed by whoever would be 
his/her immediate superior as well as being seen by 
himself. In all cases, according to Hebert, the final 
recommendation was the principal’s or director’s choice 
as well as his own. 

Lack Of Local Recommendations Causes Concern 

Some concern was expressed by committee members 
who noted that no applicant from Agawam had made 
the final cut. Committee member Walter Balboni ques¬ 
tioned Hebert at length on this matter. 

“What about aides in our system who are certified 
teachers who take these low-paying jobs with an 
unspoken understanding that they will get a regular 
position should an opening occur?" queried Balboni, 
with some heavy support from fellow board members. 

Hebert replied that he had followed the committee’s 
previous directive in weighing all candidates’ qualifica¬ 
tions carefully. 

“Given a case where two candidates for the same 
position had equal qualifications, the one from 
Agawam would be recommended for the job,” explain¬ 
ed the superintendent. “The catch, though, is the 
background of the candidates.” 

Hebert provided a case in point with his recommenda¬ 
tions for two openings at Grade 1 level. Both of these 
bypassed present aides within the system, according to 
him, because these people did not have much, if any, 
background in the teaching of reading, criteria he con-

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Call Girls Dominate 
Hot L Baltimore

Theft Of Bleacher Lumber 
Causes Much Concern 


All the characters who populate Lartford Wilson’s 
Hot L Baltimore should elicit positive responses from 
the audience. Forget that they are hookers, criminals 
and social misfits - losers in the game of life. They are 
nonetheless human beings with all of that species’ 
qualities and flaws, and even, at times, nobility. 

Though performances were not of uniform quality 
Tuesday night at Mount Holyoke Summer Theatre, for 
the most part, the play was a success because the actors 
did convey the basic humanity and vulnerability of their 
roles. 

A lion’s share of the plaudits go to the trio of call 
girls. Bess O’Brien as The Girl, Ellen Kennedy as April 
Green, and Betsy Keffer as Suzy created three vital, yet 
diverse characters. 

The contradiction of being worldly-wise and innocent 
is a difficult tast, but one Ms. O’Brien managed 
beautifully. It didn’t matter that she ripped off one of 
her Johns (he couldn’t afford it) or that in a fit of anger, 
she deliberately shattered a fellow resident’s dream (the 
anger was, after all, justifiable). The guiding force in 
her life was that she CARED and, consequently, we 
cared for her. 

Ellen Kennedy’s April Green is a tough cookie with 
no illusions left - perhaps a bit too tough. I’d have like 
to see April display more tenderness in spots, to view 
just a chink in that protective armor. Nevertheless, Ms. 
Kennedy is an accomplished actress with a commanding 
stage presence and it was a pleasure to watch her ply her 
craft. 

Flamboyance was Suzy’s trademark and Ms. Keffer 
was at her best when she took full advantage of that 
trait. Her outstanding scene was at the conclusion of 
Act I when she chased a hurriedly-departing John into 
the crowded hotel lobby, completely ignoring the fact 
that she was clad only in skimpy underwear. 

Jack Neary as Bill Lewis, the night clerk, Pat Murphy 
as the querulous Mr. Morse, and Michael Walker as the 
long-suffering hotel manager Mr. Katz all gave strong 
stready performances. I particularly liked Mr. Neary, 
whose low-key execution was extremely effective. 

Moving a large cast around a small-playing area is a 
directoral challenge of large proportions. Director Judy 
Yeckel met that challenge admirably. She can also be 
credited with some extremely creative, yet realistic stage 
business. It was completely in character for April to 
stop misting the plants and squirt Bill in the face when 
he said something that irked her. 

Timing, a crucial part of any plav, was [css char. 
perfect. Laugh lines, especially important in v.hat is 
essentially a drama, were sometimes thrown away. \t is 
probable that this area will improve with each successive 
performance as the actors get a better sense of their au¬ 
dience. 

There were an inordinate number of muffed lines and 
missed cues, too many to explain away as opening night 
jitters. To give the players their due. they never lost their 
composure and managed to ad lib their way through a 
couple of potentially disastrous situation - 

Excellent period costuming was designed by Rachel 
A. Blum. I’m sure more than one audience member felt 
nostalgia for the mini-skirt that was prevalent in the late 
60’s and early 70’s.

“That’s not the case today” he noted while touring a 
new development on North Street Extension. “They’re 
being sold as fast as they’re going up. The demand is in¬ 
credible.” 

“How is it that people can afford homes at present 
costs?” Conte was asked. He replied, “Well, look at it 
this way. Prices are still going up. Yesterday’s home 
selling at $35,000 is now selling around $48,000. Simple 
arithmetic tells buyers that now is the time to sell or buy 
when interest rates have stabilized for the moment.” 

Existing sub-divisions, explained the building inspec- 
. tor, would allow for the construction of 300 new single 
family homes each year for the $ext ten years “without 
any problem at all.” 

Ripe For Building 

He pointed to sub-divisions on Tobacco Farm Estates 
on Barry Street, land on the corner of Shoemaker Lane 
and Poplar Street, acreage on South and Silver Streets 
(Hubbard’s Corner).and land on Robin Ridge Drive as 
being ripe for future building. 

“All these areas need are roads put in and that paves

the way for more homes,” Conte noted. 

Current calculations reveal that the town has approx¬ 
imately 8,000 single family homes with the market call¬ 
ing for more and more three bedroom dwellings here. 
And, if Conte’s analysis of future building in town 
holds true, that figure would jump to 11,000 by 1990. 

“In the relationship to the rest of the state and New 
England, I would have to say that Agawam is having a 
housing boom when you consider the current economy. 

“What will happen when that slow economy ac¬ 
celerates into better times is obvious.” 

Three local construction firms, the Liquori Brothers, 
Charles Calabrese, and J.D.S. Corporation of 
Southwick are spearheading the summer home building. 
Conte says other prominent developers from town will 
soon get their hammer and nails in gear for more 
developments. 

The continued construction in population terms 
means the community has no where to go but up. Cen¬ 
sus numbers in 1975 showed Agawam with 24,000. 
Town officials, including Conte, expect that figure to be 
in the vicinity of 28,000 at the end of the national cen¬ 
sus. 

Conte says the ramifications for the town with the 
projected population increase will aid its taxpayers and 
business community. 

At this point, Conte commented that the future of 
multi-unit dwellings remain clouded. There are no ex¬ 
isting zones for apartments, or condominiums. Only 1 
Town Council can grant an A-3 zone to accommodate 1 
multi-unit dwellings. The council’s posture in the past ■ 
three years has put a holding pattern on such develop¬ 
ment. 

When and if that stand changes, likewise, is unclear. 

But the road to single family units, despite rising costs 
in all aspects of home building and buying is, as Conte 
says, “wide open”. 

.“As long as the market is there and prices don’t go 
out of sight, I believe the building will go on,” the 
building inpector remarked.

Frank Paradiso of Paul Revere Drive, Feeding Hills, 
has good reason to be proud of his dad. As program 
director of Pheasant Hill Village, Frank recently asked 
his 91-year-old father, Louis, to demonstrate his skill 
with the mandolin at their Italian Night festivities. This 
great-grandfather seven times over truly impressed his 
audience with his talent and his vitality. He sings many 
of the old Italian songs, even remembers the words. 

Louis is from Milford, Massachusetts, where he set 
up a barber shop years ago after teaching himself the art 
of barbering. Later he worked at the Coast Guard base 
in St. Petersburg, Florida, where he cut the officers’ 
hair. 

Since he retired, he travels around quite a bit, visiting 
his children and their families yearly. Just recently, he 
was in Feeding Hills, staying with Frank for a couple of 
weeks. But generally, he spends his summers in Milford 
and his winters in St. Petersburg. 

When he visits his family, they love to hear him play 
the mandolin. He can still play many old opera numbers, 
he learned as a boy. He still likes to play cards and loves 
to recite poetry and is quite active and alert. 

A couple years ago, however, an event took place 
which might have slowed down this vital man per¬ 
manently. En route to visit another of his sons in Penn- 
sicola, Florida, his plane was forced to make a crash 
landing in the Pennsicola Bay. Frank and his daugher 
Marcia heard news of the crash on the television while 
waiting in Pennsicola for Louis'to arrive. Fortunately, 
the passengers were wearing life vests (“Mae Wests” 
Frank calls them) and a barge happened to be in the 
vicinity of the downed plane. They were soon rescued 
from the water and two fellow passengers died in the 
crash which left Louis with back injuries and broken 
bones in his legs. 

As he was being helped onto the barge from the 
water, he dropped his longtime companion, the man¬ 
dolin, and it was lost. He was transported to the 
hospital, more upset over the loss of the familiar instru¬ 
ment than his injuries. Amazingly, it was found some 
time later - in pieces - and was brought to the hospital 
and returned to Louis. It has since been pieced back 
together and is still loved. 

Louis himself took only a little over a year to be piec¬ 
ed back together and to get back to playing his man¬ 
dolin and to being loved.

Proposition 2 Vi: The Facts Without The Hysteria 


Agawam Senior Center News

The recent guest editorial by David Gallano, our 
Town Treasurer and Collector, was factually inaccurate 
in several respects. In addition, its tone and its underly¬ 
ing assumptions are typical of the hysteria campaign 
that the opponents of 2Zi - nearly all of them on the 
public payroll - are waging against this tax cut. 

Apparently Mr. Gallano does not understand the 
meaning of the words “full and fair cash value” - words 
deliberately chosen in the language of Prop. 2 Vi because 
they refer to the adjusted full valuation of the town (and 
of every other town and city) as calculated by the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massa'husetts, Department of Revenue. 
Full value thus defined does NOTrequire 100% revalua¬ 
tion, and it is definitely NOT equal to the total present 
stated valuation of the town, which at the start of 1980 
was $198.84 million. The state calculates our full and 
fairl cash value as $353.4 million as of January 1, 1979. 
The levy limit in Prop. 2Vi is 2/i % of that total, or 
$8,835,000. That amount is a reduction of $808,759 
from the amount raised in fiscal 1980. In percentage 
terms, that is one, single 8.39% reduction. Not the 
seven consecutive 15% reductions that Mr. Gallano 
cited. 

Did he pull that out of the air? Even if he had er¬ 
roneously calculated the number of 15% reductions 
needed to get from our 1980 stated $48.50 rate down to 
25 (or 2!/ 2 %) - and the $48.50 is not relevant - he would 
have found the answer is only four, not seven. But the 
truth is: ONE cut, of 8.39%, not 7 of 15%. 

! Incidentally, the Committee on Taxation did not 
“calculate” that Proposition 2Zz would have 
“devastating effects” on Agawam or anywhere else. 
Mr. Gallano has added the word “devastating.” Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Gerald M. Cohen wrote Mr. Gallano 
and all other town treasurers a letter stating the dollar 
amount of the cut, which Mr. Gallano correctly noted is 
$808,759. The figures were not calculated by Mr. 
Cohen’s committee, but were relayed from the calcula¬ 
tions of the Department of Communities and Develop¬ 
ment, based on Department of Revenue data. The 
DOCD states that Revenue Dept, data show the 
Agawam auto excise cut will be $682,000, not the 
$893,869 Mr. Gallano states. Thus, the total cut in tax 
revenue, calculated officially by the DOCD, is 
$1,490,759, which equals not the 17.5% of total local 
tax revenue Mr. Gallano says, but under 15.5%. 

But the truth is, the loss in TOTAL revenue (that is, 
the total budget that Agawam can spend) is an even 
smaller 9.66%. Nowhere did Mr. Gallano say that. He

“forgot” to figure in our $3.2 million in local aid! Even 
using his much-higher excise-loss (who knows what his 
source is?) the loss as a percentage of total budget would 
be 11.0% once, with no follow-on cuts the next year. 

Mr. Gallano failed to mention that with the manage¬ 
ment tools that Prop. 2Vz gives Agawam, we will be able 
to live within a more limited budget. With compulsory 
binding arbitration gone (not just the Joint Labor 
Management Council - Mr. Gallano should check his 
facts with the Secretary of State and the Attorney 
General) and with unfunded mandated programs no 
longer sapping our treasury and with fiscal autonony 
gone (46 other states don’t have it) and with county 
levies limited, the town could live on lower taxes, have 
more home rule, and less dictating from Boston. All 
that is part of Prop. 2 Vi, but he didn’t mention it. 

But there is even more he conveniently ignored. First, 
in 1981, and every other year thereafter, the state makes 
new full-value calculations. Thus the base expands. Se¬ 
cond, if we feel the pinch is too tight, we will surely 
pressure our state legislators for more local aid, which 
would make good the Governor’s promise. More local 
aid can be gotten by cutting the waste and fraud at the 
state level, but ONLY IF they are FORCED to do it. 
Third, Mr. Gallano fails to see that if we are still pinch¬ 
ed too tightly, Agawam’s voters would probably invoke 
the local-option escape. California’s voters who voted 
the much tougher Prop. 13 just rejected by a wide 
margin a further cutting referendum, proving that peo¬ 
ple are smart enough to know when they have the 
balance of services and tax rate they really want. Final¬ 
ly, Mr. Gallano uses the well-tried formula of scare tac¬ 
tics. He threatens we will close down or cut sharply all 
the vital services if revenues are cut. Baloney. We’ll 
work hard and find the least painful cuts and the lowest 
priorities. The voters will throw us out if we act like 
children and cut vital services first! 

Mr. Gallano predicts disastrous cutbacks (based on 
false data) if we vote for this mild tax-cutting plan. He 
fails to recognize the equally devastating personal 
burdens that many homeowners and tenants will face if 
we continue to see taxes go skyward without control 
(what WILL the new tax rate be?) 1979-80 was the first 
fiscal year since 1944 when property taxes went down in 
Massachusetts. Somehow, we all survived. And quite 
nicely at that. We can continue to do so. This is an age 
of limits. The people already know that and live within 
limits. It’s time for limits on government’s unlimited 
power to spend and tax, too.

Police Offer Tips 
To Moped Owners 

The Agawam Police Department offers these tips to 
the public to ensure the safe operation of Mopeds dur¬ 
ing the summer months: 

(1) A Moped may not be operated by anyone under the 
age of sixteen (16). 

(2) A Moped may not be operated over 25 miles per 
hour. 

(3) The operator must have a valid learners permit, or a 
valid drivers license. 

(4) A Moped may be operated on all public ways in the 
Commonwealth, except any way where signs have been 
posted prohibiting bicycles from being operated 
thereon. 

(5) The operator of a Moped must obey all traffic laws, 
and regulations of the Commonwealth, except a Moped 
may pass on the right, and the operator may signal with 
either hadn when making a stop or turn. 

(6) A Moped may be operated on a bicycle lane which is 
adjacent to any way, but shall be excluded from off- 
street recreational bicycle paths. 

(7) A Moped must comply with all applicable Federal 
Motor Vehicle safety standards. 

(8) Anyone in the business of buying or selling Mopeds, 
must register each Moped with the registry at the time of 
the sale, and the owner is required to renew the registra¬ 
tion biannaully, for a fee of three dollars ($3.00). 

“Motorized bicycle” is defined a a pedal bicycle 
which has a helper motor rated no more than 1.5 
horsepower, a cylinder capacity not exceeding fifty 
cubic centimeters, an automatic transmission, and 
which is capable of a maximum design speed of no more 
than twenty five miles per hour.
